If you have never paid much 
attention to the garden before, give it 
ao fair trial in 1924, and you will be 
surprised at the satisfaction and pro- 
fit which can be got from it. Use 
plenty of space so as to lighten the 
labor by horse cultivation. 
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Ihe Wetaskiwin Produce Co. 
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late red clover, introduced from Swe- 
den by the Dominion seed branch of 
the department of agriculture at Ot- 
tawa. The seed from which Alta- 
swede is descended was brought to 
Alberta by Dean Howes in 1916, plant- 
ed in cultivation plots that year, and 
a sufficient quantity produced — to 
start surviving plots. In the spring of 
1917 steps were taken to study its 
merits from Alberta’s point of view, 
and seed was collected regularly from 
surviving plots seeded from the orig- 
inal row which grew beside mammoth 
and other clovers until 1920. It is, 
therefore, probable, thinks Professor 
Cutler, that since “Altaswede, a con- 
traction of “Alberta” and “Sweden” 
--varies ino plant) characteristics — to 
some extent from the late Swedish 
clover type, natural crossing took 
place in the experimental grounds. 
When Professor Cutler was appoint- 
ed head of the department of hus- 
bandry of the University of Alberta, 
in the spring of 1917, he at once re- 
cognized the merits of this red clover, 
for he discovered that it had come 
through the winter with very little 
killing an dshowed a very vigorous 
growth, giving further promise of be- 
ing a useful pasture and hay plant. 
In 1918 he commenced to lay out ex- 
periments, He had clovers from all 
parts of the world (including Switz- 
erland, the United States and Ottawa) 
in competition with it, and he found 
that in every case it stood high 
above the others. 
In 1919 there was quite a good 


quantity of this seed in the hands of | 


the University, and small parcels 
were sent out to five hundred farmers 
wl over the province, together with 
other sorts of red clover, in order to 
have it thoroughly tried out under all 


= of conditions in every part of 
the provinee. In 1920 a further dis- 
tribution was made, and it was found 
that Altaswede was looking better all 


the time. In 1921 several farmers 
were given enough seed to sow one 
acre each. 

Farmers outside Alberta have also 
been given seed to test, and results 
were received from Manitoba, Mon- 
tana and Idaho that were very favor- 
able. Experimental stations at Bran- 
don, and in Minnesota, England, Sot- 
land, Wales, and Sweden have all 
tried it out; the British stations get- 
ting good results, while in Sweden it 
surprised agronomists to find that it 
showed greater hardiness than the 
strain from which the original seed 
was produced. 

Professor Cutler has been pleased 
to learn that in Minnesota it has com- 
pared very favorably with their own 
very hardiest strains, after being giv 
cn a real good test. It was hardier 
than all the earlier red clovers un- 
der their conditions, for, being some- 
what late in its flowering habit, it 
has the character of drought and frost 
resistance to a high degre. 

In tests carried out in Western 
Canada it wos found that up to 1922 
there was very little winter killing 
where the rainfall was eighteen in- 
ches or better. In irrigation districts 
it did splendidly, In Manitoba it is 
giving great promise and there are 
some farmers will a great deal of seed 
which they have produeed, 

D. J. Patterson, of Berton, Man., 
has about 30 bushels of seed which he 
obtained from about four acres, Don- 
ald) Bark of Brooks, has about one 
thousand pounds of seed whieh yield- 
edoat the rate of from six to eleven 
bushels per acre, J. W. Biglands of 
Lacombe, has much of this seed) in 
hand and will put in from 15 to 25 
acres this year, Dr. Edgar Allin, of 
Kkdmonton, grew sixty bushels of Al- 
taswede from eighteen to nineteen 
acres, and he will put in a big acreage 
this year for seed. It will be seen 
that Alltaswede is a prolific producer, 
for in the short space of time, since 
1916, when Dean Howes first intro- 
duced the strain to Alberta, there has 
been developed many thousands of 
pounds, 

As a seed producer it possesses 
some rather outstanding merits over 
alfalfa, in that it is much surer in 
seasons when, due to excessive rain- 
fall, alfalfa produces very little seed. 
As a hay producer the University of 
Alberta finds it yields much better 
than common red varieties being very 
much taller, though still of good qual- 
ity. The aftermath, however, accord: 
ing to Professor Cutler, ig not quite 
so good, but by no means lacking, 
From a small aereage at the Univer: 
sity at one cutting, a litle better than 
two tons of hay per acre was obtain- 
ed, the quality being high. As a pas- 
ture plant it’ has all the good points 
of rec clover, says Professor Cutler; 
as hay, it has an outstanding adyan- 
tage over alfalfa, for, being a late

clover, it can be cut as late as August 
1, and still make good hay, whereas 
alfalfa would have to be cut with the 
probability of being badly spoiled and 
bleached, 

Experiments in winter killing have 
proved that when any injury has oe- 
curred, the previous season has been 
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characterized by drought in the later 
part of the year, with Httle or no snow- 
fall in the carly winter months, the 
result being that the plant has beon 
dried out owing to an insufficiont coy: 
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The Wetaskiwin Creamery Co.

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_ The production of dairy products in this Province has been 
increasing very rapidly in the past few years, and with this in- 
crease in quantity has come a corresponding improvement in 
Were it not for this latter fact there would have been 
many times when we would have found difficuity in disposing of 
our products.

butter seils in competition to the best New Zealand, when desig- 
nated “Alberta Butter.” If designated “Canadian Butter” it will 
not sell nearly so readily. 


Figures com- 


piled by the Dairy Commissioners of the four Western Provinces 
show that the Producer of Alberta received a higher percentage 
of the selling price of the butter in return for his cream than did 
the Producer of Manitoba, Saskatchewan, or B.C.

J. W. Bailey Retires From 
Hog Breeding Business 


J. W. Bailey, who, since he settled 
at Wetaskiwin in 1900, has mado a 
success of the breeding of pure bred 
Duroe Jersey swine, is retiring from 
business on account. of ill-health.! 
Mr. Bailey is a visitor here for a few 
days. He expressed great regret that 
he was compelled to disperse the; 
fine herd which he had spent so 
many years in assembling and rais- 
ing from high priced imported stock. 

Mr. Bailey emphasized two points 
in regard to the business of hog 
raising. “One of the most important 
factors,” he said, “in the production 
of even good commercial hogs, is to| 
have good blood in the breeding} 


stock; for good blood will reduce the | Sroy 


cost of feeding hogs for the fat stock 
market. I have found it is not nec- 
essary to have high price hog houses. 
for ones that prove quite satisfactory 
can be erected with a few poles and 
straw from an old straw stack. 

“Even the old straw which cattle 
would not eat is quite satisfactory for 
walls when tramped in between a 
double wall of poles or boards. The 
roof too, could be made of boards, or 
of flattened poles. This kind of house 
keeps the hogs dry and the straw ab- 
sorbs the moisture and assists in the 
proper ventilation of the pen,” he 
said. 

The fine strain of Duroc Jorsey 
pigs which Mr. Bailey has developed 
is well known throughout the west- 
ern prairies, for year after year he 
followed the big western fair circuit 
and the progeny of his imported herd 
leaders has done much to improve the 
general quality of the hogs of the 
whole country, it is said. 

When he left home the farmers 
were just getting to work in the 
fields and the prospects for crops in 
the Wetaskiwin district were never 
better, he said. 

He has sold the most of his stock 
and when he sells the balance in a 
few days, and makes arrangements 
for the renting or sale of his fine 
farm, he is planning to travel for a 
few months in his auto, camping out 
for the good of his health, before 
settling down in a new home.—Bulle- 
tin.

WOULD PAY WIDOW 
OF EDGAR FAULKNER 


Sylvan Lake, April 28.—Resolutions 
caling for reparations by the Domin- 
fon government to the widow of Ed- 
gar Faulkner, who was murdered by 
Vilhelm Hansen, a Dane, on Novem- 
ber 19, 1928, were passed by a meet- 
ing of citizens which packed the 
Knights of Pythias hall here tonight. 

Hansen, was convicted of murder 
and sentenced to be hanged, but the 
charge later was - reduced to man- 
slaughter and the sentence was re- 
duced to five years in prison. 

Three resolutions were passed at 
the meeting. 

The first put the responsibility for 
the admission of Hansen upon the 
Dominion government and _ therefore 
asks the government of Canada to 
make reparations to the widow and 
children of the dead man. 

The second demands the repeal by 
the dominion government of the re- 
cent amendments to the criminal code 
under which Hansen won a virtual 
reprieve after having been found 
guilty by a jury and sentenced to. bo 
hanged. 

The third resolution censures the 
immigration department for its laxity 
in allowing a man who has served 
time in jail, to come into Canada, and 
asks that it tighten up the inspection

HORSE AND CATTLE 
"PERISH IN BLAZE. 
MONDAY MORNING| 


The citizens of Wetaskiwin. were 
startled about 3.30 Monday morning 
to hear the clanging of the-fire bell, 
when ‘it was found that the barn of 
James Scott, in the north-eastern part 
of the city, was in flames.

TO BE PROHIBITED 


‘It is generally recognized that 
strong opposition prevails against the 
serving of food stuffs in the beer 
rooms, and a careful survey of the 
situation justifies the introduction of 
a regulation prohibiting the serving 
of any lunches or meals in rooms 
covered by a beer license. While the 
act does not specifically cover this 
point, the restriction is deemed ad- 
visable in the meantime.” 

This was the statement made to 
the Calgary Herald on Friday after- 
noon by R. J. Dinning, Alberta liquor 
act commissioner. 


SOUTHERN GAS WELL 
SMASHES ALL RECORDS 


Lethbridge, April 28—Smashing all 
records for gas wells ever drilled in 
Canada, the Rogers-Imperial well at 
Coutts, which came in a giant gasser 
in the red beds at 2,528 feet a week 
ago, was tested on Sunday, measur- 
ing 62,480,000 feet open flow for 24 
hours. The rock pressure was 840 
pounds, 

“Old Glory” the well that made the 
Bow Island field famous fifteen years 
ago, was a 29,000,000 feet well. It 
has not been decided whether the 
gas is wet or dry but a test will be 
made by a smal labsorption plant at 
the well, this week. 

This one well, if connected to the 
pipe line, would be sufficient to sup- 
ply all gas users in both Lethbridge 
and Calgary. The well is now fairly 
well under control.

WHEAT. MEN OF 
U.S. PRICE BILL 


Winnipeg, Man.,” April 28.—Warn- 
ing the Canadian: whéat growers of 
what they ‘might expert should ‘the 
United. States gover: nt: pass the 
new wheat pool corporation bill was 
given today by, ‘Aaron: Sapiro, appear- 
ing before the ‘Royal Grain Inquiry 
Commission, 

"If this’ bill becomes jaw, " sald Mr. 
Sapiro, “they propose: to: set a dom- 
estic price: for wheat ‘consumed in the 
United. States, and. dump the balance 
on’ the world.’ “markét—perhaps in 
Winnipeg—and ‘break! the’ price, as 
they say, so that the; ‘Canadian wheat 
producer will; be disgusted. I regard 
that view <a8.the most. contemptible 
thing I ever heard.’ 

Mr. Sapiro spent more than seven 
hours on. the’, witness’. istand, giving 
evidence ‘regarding: the: ‘aims of the 
wheat ‘pool organizations. During the 
session, which was featured by fre- 
quent. clashes between. witness’ and 
counsel, Mr. Sapiro dealt oxhaustive- 
ly. with the. pool ‘andvwhat it meant 
to do. cag oi 

Asked - by ‘Isaac Pitblado, K.C,; the 
grain exchange” coundel, it ho. had 
made ‘the declarations. tn his . Winnit- 
thes: fol ‘members 


more than.the non-pool members, Mr. 
Sapiro replied that he had made. the 
declaration but had learned later. that 
he had been advised wrongly. 

“I was told. by several farmers at 
North Battleford,” he said. “that they 
had received seven or eight cents 
more than the fdrmers outside the 
pool. They apparently were talking 
about the wagon load, however. That 
was not explained to me at the time.” 

Mr. Pitblado asked, if the price 
was advanced at Liverpool, if the wit- 
ness did not think that would in- 
duce increased production, over-pro- 
duction, 

Mr, Sapiro: “But the farmer is not, 
under the present system, making any 
money. I would rather see him take 
the hazard of handling the grain un- 
der higher prices and increased pro- 
duction, for then he would at least 
have money to fight with. You might 
also get an increased consumption of 
grain, anyway. Wheat is a commod- 
ity that can be carried, every bushel 
of wheat ever grown has been utiliz- 
ed,” 

“If increased production followed 
rapidly, then another branch, of the 
pool would have to be organized, and 
we would say to the member: ‘this 
is your normal supply and we will 
take that and pay for it first and the 
second or surplus above that normal 
you will have to take your chances 
with on a different basis’.” 

Mr. Pitblado insisted that this was 
an evasion of the question he asked, 
it was not an answer. 

Mr. Sapiro: “No, not an answer, 
but it gives me a chance to put an 
end to some propaganda.” 

Mr. Sapiro told the commission, 
under cross examination by Mr. Pit- 
blado, how the wheat pool is function- 
ing and how it is hoped it will func- 
tion in the future. As summarized, 
Mr. Sapiro said: 

“The Alberta wheat pool is a pretty 
good baby, but it cannot do a giant's 
work, and is not having much effect 
on world prices. 

“The idea of the pool is to merchan- 
dise wheat in the proper channels of 
trade at the proper time and in pro- 
per quantities, The idea is to elimin- 
ate all intermediaries, but it is doubt- 
ful if this can be done, because it is 
unlikely that at any time we will have 
more than seventy-five per cent of 
Canadian wheat in the pool, 

“T would like to see the farmers dic- 
tate prices, I want to see them set a 
fair price, fair to all, but they could 
only fix prices if they had control of 
fifty per cent or more or the world’s 
surplus wheat,

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LOCAL OPTION 
VOTES MAY BE 
ASKED SHORTLY 


Prohibition forces in a number of 
municipalities throughout. the prov- 
ince, are already considering the ad- 
visibility of taking steps with a view 
of getting local option districts es- 
tablished by vote of the electors, 

One of the first to maké a move is 
Red Deer, where a ‘meeting has al- 
ready been held and plans discussed, 
having in mind the taking of a yote 
in the near future. 

Those who are desirous of keeping 
“dry” conditions in the parts where 
they reside realize that immediate ac- 
tion is necessary. if they are to attain 
their objective. Already a number of 
hotels have begun their four weeks’ 
advertising, preliminary to applying 
for a license, At the end of the four 
week’s time the liquor control board 
may grant the license. The act then 
provides “If in any municipality, a 
beer license has been granted under 
this act, no plebiscite shall be taken 
or held, under this part (local option 
provision) within two years of the 
granting of the first beer license in 
such municipality.” 

The procedure that the prohibition 
leaders must follow if they wish to 
secure a plebiscite, is first to secure 
a petition of. at least twenty-five per 
cent of the names on the last revised 
assessment roll, or the voters whose 
names appear on the last voter's list, 
praying that the said municipality 
be made a local option area, The goy- 
ernment may then proceed to take a 
plebiscite and if it decides in favor of 
the dry, then no license shall be 
granted in the area and there shall 
be no vendor's store opened therein.

SEEDING IS URGED 
BY CROP EXPERT 


“Don’t wait for warm weather, but 
get the grain in,” is the advice that 
W. J. Stephen, field crops commis- 
sioner for the provincial government 
has to give to farmers who gaze up 
to the skies every day with indeci- 
sion. 


From now on get the grain in the 
land as soon as the earth is in a con- 
dition physically to receive it, Mr. 
Stephen says. He knows that many 
farmers believe that they should wait 
until the land warms up, but he de- 
clares this is not necessary. Tho 
seed must be put in because the sea-! 
son is late and it is better to sow 
it and let the warm weather come to 
it rather than to keep it out until 
too late. 


At the same time it is no use work- 
ing in puddles, says this crop expert, 
so that farmers should stay off the 
land until it is sufficiently dry. There 
is much ground that was worked up 
last fall that only needs the harrow} 
over it preparatory to the seeding, 
and this {s where the farmer can get) 
busy. 


the group of buyers there now, and 
let the pool do what these merchants 
are doing. 

"T never said that the pool should 
have its country elevators and ter-! 
minals. What I said was that it 
should control them, which could be 
done by leasing them through sub- 
sidiaries. 

“If it is expedient to sell wheat to 
a member of the grain exchange or 
any other person, even the speculator 
with only an office and a pencil be- 
hind his car, it should be done. I 
would not limit place, time, nor quan- 
tities. I would not deliberately en- 
courage the speculator, but under nor- 
mal marketing conditions I would sell 
to anybody who would buy. 


“Tho importance of good marketing 
consists in taking full cognizance of 
all hazards und risks, I am not ad- 
verse to contracting in advance for 
pool tonnage. I object to tho sugges- 
tion of Mr. Pitblado that this means 
speculation in cargo space. 

“T think the trade and the farmer is 
entitled to accurate and unmanipulat- 
ed crop reports. I think the govern- 
ment should go out after this and get 
them out faster. Then the reports 
will be regarded with more sancity. 
If the governments don’t do It, others 
will.”

BEER DRINKERS 
IS ANNOUNCED 


Lethbridge, April 29.—Beer drink- 
ers are going to know. something 
about taxation when the new Liquor 
control act goes into effect. The 
Lethbridge Breweries Ltd. yesterday 
announced tentatively their prices for 
deliveries when the act comes into 
force next month. They will be as 
follows: 

Two dozen quarts, $6.50 net. 

Two dozen pints, $4.00 net. 

Barrel draft heer, $25.00. 

These are about present prices, 

Those who had hoped for ten cent 
beer in licensed places will be’ dis- 
appointed. The price will, be two for 
25c for the larger’ glasses, though 
smaller glasses may be sold for ten 
cents, 

The: Alberta government has fixed 


the tax on beer at 1244 cents pér gal- 


lon, the same as the federal excise 
tax. This. makes..thesa-.two,. taxes 
alone 26 cents. 

Beer will cost about $1.00 a gallon 
in draft form. Of this 25 cents. will 
go for the two taxes above mentioned. 
Then there is a five per cent sales 
tax, as well as the taxes on malt and 
other ingredients. Thus over 40c a 
gallon will go in taxes, leaving less 
than 60 cents for manufacture, dis- 
tribution and profit. 

“Cheap beer is out of the question 
under the proposed taxation,’ said 
Mr. Sick.

One of the most important matters 
discussed by the directors of the Al- 
berta wheat pool during the two-day 


session which closed on Wednesday | 


night, was whether the pool should 
have elevators of its own this year, 
and although a decision on the sub- 
ject was deferred for the time being, 
it was inferred by those present that 
the pool weuld shortly start on a 
building program of its own. 


While directors are reticent on the? 


subject, and H. W. Wood, president, 
had “nothing to say”. J. E. Brownlee 
attorney general, who was in Calgary 
for the meetings of the directors, ad- 
mitted that the matter of building 
had been discussed at some length. 
Mr. Brownlee refused to be further 
drawn. 

On the last day of the recent ses- 
sion of the provincial legislature, a 
guarantee of $1,000,000 was given by 
the government for the purchase of 
elevators, “if such a step is decided 
upon during the present year,” and 
the spending of this sum for the pur- 
chase of elevators was a subject of 
much discussion by the wheat pool 
board this week. 

When backing the pool to that ex- 
tent for the purchase of elevators, it 
was explained that if it thought it ad- 
visable to build elevators at certain 
points, the pool would have to fin- 
ance the project without the aid of 


| the government. 


More than 500 privately owned ele- 
vators throughout the province con- 
tracted with the pool last year for 
storage accommodation, and arrange-

twine shortage. Shipments of binder 
twine to the British Isles and Europe 
have been curtailed as a precaution- 
ary measure. The Mexican revolu- 
tion has interfered with the supply of 
raw sisal in the state of Yucatan, and 
in an effort to safeguard the inter- 
ests of the west, shipments overseas 
are being withheld. The’ market 
price of twine is now about 1% cents 
over last year’s quotations and with 
the continued holdup of sisal in Mexi- 
co there is grave danger of a seri- 
ous shortage, according to a report in 
Farm Implement News. A _ letter, 
appearing in the Scottish Farmer, of 
Glasgow, states that considerable 
anxiety is being experienced by the 
dealers there who are unable to ob- 
tain binder twine from the United 
States, where practically the entire 
supply of export twine is manufac- 
tured.

Cooperative 
Marketing 


Some strong arguments in support 
of cooperative marketing were advanc- | 
ed at the recent annual meeting of) 
the national ‘marketing movement of 
the United States. Among the warm- 
est advocates of the system was ex- 
Governor Lowden of Illinois, chair- 
man of the wheat growers’ advisory 
committee, who said: 


“Cooperative marketing by farmers 
is now a nationally accepted policy. 
It passed the experimental stage long 
ago. It is now so strongly establish- 
ed as a successful policy that nothing 
can ever root it out. Cooperative 
marketing is pulling the back broken 
farmers out from under the mort- 
gages and crop liens-that keep them 
in poverty. It is stabilizing markets 
and prices so that the losses in specu- 
lation and over production or under; 


had to face. ,But the point is, that 
the farmer likewise has to face in- 
creased costs, but without coopera- 
tive marketing cannot be sure of 
securing the necessary economic re- 
turn for his product. 

Among the states the leader is 
Minnesota, which has about fifteen 
per cent of all the cooperative mar- 
keting associations. The total list in 
the United States is divided as fol- 
lows: Grain, 2600; dairy 1841; live- 
stock, 1182; fruit and vegetables, 956; 
wool, 98; cotton, 78; nuts 46; poultry 
40; forage 18; tobacco 14; general 
selling 580; miscellaneous 69. As 
the movement expands to cover every 
state more thoroughly, it is bound to 
take on more color and interest for 
every citizen who eats food and buys 
clothing.

| Here'and There | 


Commencing April 15th, the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway, having in 
mind the expressed wishes ot. the 
majority of its patrons, has decided 
to revert to the custom of permit- 
ting no smoking in observation cars 
of its transcontinental trains. 


The production of steel ingots and 
castings in Canada during the month 
of February amounted to 70,953 
tons, an advance of 72 per cent over 
the 41,309 tons produced in January. 
The increase was almost wholly ac- 
counted for by the rise in the quan- 
tity of open-hearth basic steel in- 
gots made for the use of producers, 


Canadian farm products exported 
to the United States during Febru- 
ary totalled $2,440,203, an increase 
of $961,579 over February last year, 
according to a report published by 
the Bureau of Stutisticsy. Wheat ex- 
ports to the United States were 
valued at $101,714 in February, as 
against $25,157 in February of the 
previous year, 


Under the agreement with the 
Imperial Government under the Em- 
pire Settlement Act, Canada, spent 
$39,657 in assisted passages for 
some 2,653 British immigrants in 
the fiscal year just closed. In the 
past four years the Dominion Goy- 
ernment has spent nearly $1,500,- 
000 in promoting immigration from 
Great Britain to Canada. 


By arrangements made by Hon, 
George Headley, Minister of Agri- 
culture, a trial shipment of cows and 
steers will be made in the near fu- 
ture to Japan for the purpose of 
testing out the possibilities of a 
market for Alberta’s livestock in 
that country. It is also the purpose 
of the department to send with the 
shipment a qualified investigator 
who will look into the potentialities 
of a market for all Albertan farm 
products. 


For the first time in the past two 
or three years the Saskatchewan Co- 
operative Creameries Limited is 
shipping butter in carload lots di- 
rect to the cities of the United 
States. carload shipment was 
recently made from Saskatoon to 
Philadelphia, Two carloads were 
also shipped to Chicago, where they 
realized good nrices. Each car con- 
tained between 25,000 and 30,000 


pounds of Saskatchewan butter, 


Speaking at Qrebee recently, E. 
W. Beatty, President of the Cana- 
dian Pacifie Ratiway, summarized 
the magnitude of the operations of 
the Company. It has 15,000 miles 
of railway in Canada and controls 
5,102 miles in the United States. It 
owns and operates telegranh and 
express systems, 13 hotels, 16 bung- 
alow camps and rest houses, and 
has in commissicn on the Atlantic 
and Pacific, Canadian lakes and the 
British Columbia coast, §1 ships 
aggregating approximately 450,000 
gross tons. Its personnel varies in’ 
numbers with husiness conditions 
from 65,000 to 100,000 employees in 
all branches of the service. 


What must constitute a record in 
the rapid handling of an important 
consignment from the Orient was 
established recently by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway when shipping a 
quantity of silk from Yokohama to 
New York. The consignment, which 
was the largest forwarded from Asia 
since the recent slump in the silk 
market, left Yokohama on March 
22nd on the Canadian Pacific steam- 
er “Empress of Asia.” Specially 
stowed for prompt discharge on ar- 
rival at Vancouver, the shipment 
was so rapidly transferred to the 
waiting train that only 13% minutes

WHY DOES 1924 ‘LEAP’? 


Why this present year should leap 
a day al the end of February, and pos- 
sess 366 days, is a question that prob- 
ably occurs to many of our readers. 

The year is exactly determined by 
the earth's circuit around the sun; 
its revolution on its own axis being 
a day. The course about the sun 
does not, however, coincide with the 
days. It needs 365 days and a frac- 
tion, with which it is impssible to 
terminate a year. The common year 
accordingly consists of 365 days the 
neglected fraction going to make a 
day. as the years pass by. 


Nature divides time by the year, 
the earth's orbit about the sun; an 
almanac by the month; the circuit of 
the moon, a calendar by the day, the 
earth's revolution on its axis, a diary. 


The calendar is traced to Romolus, 
who, observing the seasons, divided 
the year into ten months, calculating 
that the sun ran his course in ,304 
days, altered by Numa Pompilius to 
355 days. Both were wrong, and the 
length of the year not being definite- 
ly ascertained, great disorders ensu- 
ed, the college of Pontiffs charged 
with calendar lengthening or shorten- 
ing the year for political purposes 
at their pleasure. 


On Caesar’s return after his  vic- 
tory at Thapsus, master of the Ro- 
man world, to Rome, in 46 B.C., he 
found the year three months behind 
the real time. As Pontifex Maximus 
this concerned him. With the advice 
and assistance of Sosigenes- a cele, 
brated mathematician and peripatetic 
philsopher of Alexandria, he reformed 
the calendar, conferring a real bene- 
fit upon civilization, 


To correct the error, Caesar insti- 
tuted one year of fifteen months, or 
445 days, known as the year of con- 
fusion, to be followed by years adapt- 
ed to the sun’s course, supposed to be 
365 1-4 days; three successive years 
of 365 days each, and every fourth 
year of 366, to comprehend the odd 
six hours, the sixth day before the 
Calends of March to be in that year 
counted twice over, whence the name 
“Bissextile”’ or with us, from the year 
leaping forward a day—‘Leap year.” 


But an error remained. The real 
faction was not six hours, but 5 hours, 
48 minutes, 49.7 seconds. In some 
130 years the Julian exceeded the 
solar yeur by a day. 

This was not rectified until 1582, 
when Pope Gregory NIII, also Ponti- 
fex Maximus, took the ten days gain- 
ed by that time from October of the 
current year, and ordained that of the 
fourth years, those terminating a 
century of which the numbers denot- 
ing the hundreds are not divisible by 
four, should not be a leap year; for 
example, 1900 was not, 2000 will be, 
thus reducting the error one day in 
5000 years. 

A similar but more complicated sys- 
tem had been already devised in Per- 
sia by the poet-astronomer, Omar 
Khayyam.

FRASER RIVER SALMON 


Vancouver, April 28.—The destruc: |° 
tion of the’ spring salmon in the}; 


Fraser river has reached such alarm- 
ing proportions that the fishermen 
fear that the fish will become totally 
extinct and the enormous revenue 
lost. The culprit is the hair seal, 
and fishermen believe that from one- 
sixth to one-third of what should con- 
stitute the annual pack is taken out 
of the’ nets before fishermen can get 
the fish into the boats. 

Few spring salmon have been taken 
out of the Fraser river this year, and 
fishermen are wondering if the hair 
seal is effectually cleaning up the 
entire run before any fish can get 
through. So clever and cunning are| 
the seals that it is a race between 
the fishermen and the seals every 
time a bobbing cork on the net shows 
that a fish has struck it. The seal 
generally wins. Wolf-like, it goes for 
the throat of the fish and the throat 
and heart are torn out. A head Is 
all that is left in the net in most 
cases. 

Fishermen have tried spreading a 
blind net so as to protect the actual 
fishing net. but the seals learned to 
solve the trick, so that it is now no 
use. They deliberately drive salmon 
into the net in order to make cap- 
ture easier, 

Fishermen who have brought seal 


;pups up on a bottle state they have 


almost human __ intelligence. They 
seldom get into trouble in the fisher- 
men’s nets, appearing to understand 
them as well as the men themselves. 

Not only do they live on the sal- 
mon, but when hunger is _ satisfied, 
they kill for sport, tossing the fish 
out of the water, like a cat plays with 
a mouse. They can throw a thirty 
round salmon clear out of the water. 

Eight years ago it was estimated 
the number of seals preying in the 
Fraser river numbered forty thousand, 
and the number has greatly increased 
since. The government has made 
some attempts at different times to 
reduce the number, but fishermen say 
the effort should be continued every 
year,

On Parliament Hill 


(By a Member of the Parliamentary Press Gallery) | 


Ottawa, April 19—From the outset, 
all members of parliament recognized 
that the budget proposals were of 
vital significance; that they definite- 
ly marked the advent of a new era in 
fiscal policy; that they brought the 
tariff ‘into the lists as the supreme is- 
sue between the “manufacturers” and 
the “consumers”, tariff parties at the 
next general election two years hence. 
Under these circumstances, therefore 
a slashing fight from the outset 
might have been expected in the com- 
mons from the Conservative benches. 

But no, ;There was no real fight. 
Sir Herny Drayton, former finance 
minister, let off for the Conservative 
protectionists. But it was a mild 
onslaught. He covered much ground, 
dealing both with the financial — re- 
cord and the tariff proposals of the 
government. He questioned Mr. 
Robb’s reduction of the national debt 
by thirty millions, claiming that the 
bond issue of fifty millions for the 
National Railways (of which about 
one-third still remains unexpended) 
should be regarded as a debt increase 
although in regard to this the minis- 
ter of railways noted that at least a 
very considerable part of the bond is- 
sue was devoted to capital expendi- 
tures on permanent betterments. Sir 
Henry dealt rather gingerly with the 
real issue, namely, of tariff reduction 
and its significance. His main thesis 
was that a high tariff was necessary 
to preserve Canadian industry in the 
face of American and European com- 
petition, and that the farmers them- 
selves deserved a higher protection 
against competition from United 
States foodstuffs. His address evok-

The Ministerial Reply 

From the government side, the 
two main contributions came from 
Hon. Charles Stewart, minister of the 
interior, and Hon, J. E. Sinclair, min- 
ister without portfolio, the former 
speaking for western Canada and 
the latter for the maritime provinces. 
Mr. Stewart emphasized the fact that 
the tariff reductions were designed 
to help the basic industries of the 
country—agriculture, dairying, min- 
ing, lumbering and fishing, thereby 
stimulating the purchasing power of 
the whole people, and in consequence 
benefitting the manufacturers them- 
selves. “Despite the lamentations of 
the Conservative party,” he declared, 
“telegrams are pouring in from all 
over Canada congratulating the gov- 
ernment. There is now a feeling that 
the government is being conducted 
for the many and not for the select 
few.” Hon. Mr. Sinclair devoted a 
considerable part of his argument to 
refuting the. theory advanced by Sir 
Henry Drayton that what the farmers 
of Canada wanted was protection. He 
quoted comprehensive statistics show- 
ing that of the total of ninety-seven 
million dollars worth of food products 
imported into Canada last year sev- 
enty-five million dollars worth were 
of a kind not produced in Canada at 
all; while twenty-three million dollors 
worth were composed largely of sea- 
sonable imports such as fruits, fresh 
vegetables, etc., imported at a time 
when Canadian farmers themselves 
had none of these products to sell. 
To impose a duty on these imports, 
he maintained, would simply result in 
increasing the price to the consumer 
without helping the Canadian grower 
at all.

In brief, the first round in the de- 


bate has amply confirmed first day 
impressions of the budget, namely, 
that it struck a responsive chord in 
the hearts of the mass of the Cana- 
dian people looking for taxation re- 
duction and a lowering of the tariff 
impositions on the basic implements 
of production.

Income Tax Reductions 
Amendments to the budget, prom- 


ised by Mr. Robb, whereby exemption 
for children under the income tax act 
is increased from three hundred dol- 
lars to five hundred dollars per child 
will be welcomed with approval in 


all parts of Canada. This further cut 
in taxation for the present fiscal year 
will add a very considerable amount 
to the cut of twenty-four millions al- 
ready announced by Mr. Robb. The 
total taxation cut will average about 
three dollars per head or about fif- 
teen dollars for each family of five.

conference on Education and Citizenship to be 
held under the auspices of the National Council of 
Education will take place in Montreal in 1926 recalls 
the invaluable work this organization is performing. 

Under the Honorary Presidency of His Excellency 
the Governor-General and the Presidency of Mr. Vin- 
eent Massey, President of the Massey-Harris Co., 
Toronto, the Council includes many of Canada’s 
leading citizens, among them Sir Robert A, Fal- 
coner, K.C.M.G., President of the University of 
Toronto; Sir Arthur Currie, G.C.M.G, Principal of 
McGill University, and Mr. E. W. Beatty, President 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. It has as its prin- 
ciples: (1), That education should concern itself with 
the development of character and should provide a 
full preparation for life; (2), That education is a 
spiritual process; (3), That education is imparted by 
personality—its success or failure rests with the 
teacher; (4), That education is everybody’s business; 
and (5), That Canada’s education must be Canadian 
in its ideals, . 

The principal activities of the Council are two- 
fold. The National Lectureship Scheme is a plan 
under which distinguished men and women—both 
Canadians and visitors from Great Britain and other 
countries—are engaged to speak on education (broadly 
interpreted) throughout Canada. The Bureau pro- 
vides an organization for the exchange of information 
between the Provincial departments of education, for 
the reception and diffusion of ideas from outside the 
Dominion and for dispensing data concerning educa- 
tion in Canada to the outside world. Until the Council 
established this bureau, Canadian educational authori- 
ties were dependent upon the American Bureau of 
Education at Washington for all educational infor- 


The Council was formed as a result of a coufer- 
ence held in Winnipeg in 1919 and attended by over 
1,200 persons from all over Canada, The second con- 
ference was held in Toronto in April of 1923 and 
was attended by about 1,500 persons, representing the 
nine provinces. This conference, through many bril- 
liant speakers on the programme, among them Sir 
Michael Sadler, Sir Henry Newbolt, Lord Robert Cecil 
and Sir Robert and [Lady Baden-Powell, sought to 
set forth the Council’s conception of the role of Edu- 
cation as a citizen builder. 

The plans for this third conference now pending 
were laid at a meeting held in Montreal, presided 
over by Sir Arthur Currie, in the absence of the 
Chairman, and attended by several of the leading 
officers of the Council in the persons of Mr. Vincent 
Massey, President; Mr, S. B. Gundy, Chairman of the 
Finance Committee, and Major F, J, Ney, Executive 
Secretary. : pends 

At present, the Council is engaged in preparing 
a programme for the second triennial period. It has 
secured as Educational Secretary Professor J. A. Dale, 
of the Social Service Department of the University 
of Toronto, whose duties will include the editorship 
of a series of small volumes on educational problems. 
The success of the National Lectureship Scheme in- 
augurated last year, which established important con- 
tact with the leading minds of Great Britain, will be 
followed up, beginning in September, by contribu- 
tions from Dr, Finley, Editor of the New York Times 
and once a Commissioner of Education for the State 
of New York, from the Stratford-on-Avon Shakes- 

eare Fellowship Players, under the direction of 
Mr. Bridges Adams, and from a number of other dis- 
tinguished speakers.

Mainutrition in Adults 


A person who is too thin is said to 
be malnourished and the condition is 
called “malnutrition.” 


Malnutrition is not confined to chil- 
dren, The underweight adult shares 
the troubles of the malnourished child 
but the treatment of malnutrition in 
adults is as effective as it is in chil- 
dren. 

The essentials for health are much 
the same as for children, namely: 

To remove physical, mental and 
social causes of ill health. 

To take proper food at regular in- 
tervals, 

To prevent over-fatigue. 

To secure fresh air by day and by 
night. 

To establish sufficient control to 
insure good food and health habits. 

Defects of the nose and throat may 
lead to a host of other troubles such 
as bronchitis, neuralgia, rheumatism 
and heart disease. Neglected teeth 
may do the same thing and in addi- 
tion prevent thorough chewing of 
food which is necessary to good di- 
gestion, 

Flat feet may have a far-reaching 
effect. They cause pain in the legs, 
knees and joints; also backbone. The 
victims become unable to stand on 
their feet for any length of time, and 
are obliged to give up exercise and 
many activities essential to good 
health. Il health and weakness lead 
to the fatigue posture which gives 
the appearance of old age. This leads 
to the sinking down and displacement 
of internal organs—and the ills that 
accompany it. 

Eyestrain causes improper posture, 
and is the cause of many wearing 
headaches. Vallor—loss of color—is 
one of the signs of ill-health. Beauty 
and illness seldom go together, and 
the glow of health is rightly account- 
ed one of the most significant signs 
of good looks. 

The work of our bodies is affected 
by our health habits. Our activities 
and our relationship to others are 
controlled by the habits we have 
formed. Even a watch does better 
when it is regularly wound. Our lives 
are much more satisfactory to our- 
selves and to others when our funda- 
mental habits have been formed 
against a back ground of a wholesome, 
sane, well controlled home life. 

Bad food habits wreck many lives, 
Children who are indulged and cat- 
ered to at home find hardships await- 
ing them when they grow up and are 
obliged to deal with the impersonal 
management of hotels, boarding 
houses and restaurants. <As a part of 
our lives that takes attention at 
least three times a day, and that 
can reduce our efficiency almost to 
nothing, food habits deserve more 
than the casual consideration we now 
give them, 

Fast eating is not confined to child- 
hood. Many adults need to have one 
take them in hand and help them to 
conquer the habit of rushing through 
a meal, washing down with liquids 
the foods that does not adopt a break- 
|neck speed. 

It is the same way with the health 
jhabits. People become “indoor mind- 
ed” and shut themselves away from

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refreshing air. Overheated houses 
and offices bring them into the state 
of mind that shuts down the windows 
and places rugs under doors for fear 
that a little “air may be felt.” Exer- 
cise becomes inconvenient, and with 
this loss go the delights\ of the bath 
and rubbing down after active exer- 
tion. When baths are merely taken 
for the purpose of being clean, one 
has cut himself off from the best 
forms of one of the pleasures’ of 
life. 

There is a gradual surrender to 
habits of ease and indulgence, until 
it is believed that middle life is a 
series of pitfalls, from which health 
can be rescued only by the aid of 
drugs and doctors. It is easy to de- 
generate into a sedentary life and to 
gradually make surrender to old age 
before its time. The woman of sixty 
who can touch her toas, and still has 
the measurements of cighteen, and 
the man who has not varied a pound 
in weight since he began to train in 
college thirty years ago, seem un- 
natural exceptions rather than the or- 
dinary course of life. 


Over fatigue as a habit is very com- 
mon. Many people never know what 
it is to be free from it. 

Many persons seem to take a fool- 
ish pride in keeping “keyed-up” as 
long as possible. Women will boast 
that they never take time to lie down 
during the day. 

Scientific management is showing 
the increased production possible un- 
der conditions of alternating activity 
and rest. We are apt to try to crowd 
too much into a particwar period. 
Breakfast is rushed, and often too 
scant. The forenoon is a_ time of 
crowded activity without relief. We 
come to the noon meal under strain, 
and either eat more than we can pos- 
sibly digest, or take too little, be- 
cause we feel faint and tired. The 
afternoon is another breathless race, 
relieved by spells of heaviness which 
we resent, and so suffer the more. 
Dinner is almost sure to be a time 
of overeating, and the evening has its 
own conflicting interests.

When the bed is reached, one does 
not feel sleepy, and the drop light 
is so handy that it presents an invi- 
tation to form the pernicious habit of 
reading oneself to sleep. The night 
is # troubled time, and the next day 
opens with still less balance on the 
health, strength and endurance ac- 
count. 


In matters of health, as in so many 
other interests, we judge largely by 
appearance, and let impressions and 
opinions be the basis of our decisions. 
There is a feeling that the person who | 
does foolish things after all has the 
advantage and is cared for by a spec- 
ial providence. We seldom analyze 
a situation sufficiently to see that, 
while these persons do what seem to 
us very unwise acts, they do not go 
far enough to upset their health. We 
do not wait for the effect in the long 
run, but, like children, expect that 
offender will be struck down at once. 
Even in cases cited as examples of 
immunity from some striking indul- 
gence or dissipation, our interest is 
centred upon this particular act, and 
we ignore the healthy activity, out- 
door life or other condition which 
acts as a compensation.

the oil in the motor and see that the 
transmission and rear axle are well 
greased and that the clutch is lubri- 
cated and that universal joints are 
greased. Till all grease or oil cups 
and grease or paint the springs with 
oil and examine for a cracked leaf 
in the springs. See that the spring 
bolts are secure as a loose bolt is 
liable to cause a broken spring. 

Examine the brakes to see that the 
lining is in ,00d condition and that. 
the adjustment is correct. 
battery to see that it is properly 
charged and well filled with distilled 
water. Make a note of the mileage 
on the speedometer so as to knew 
when the motor oil needs changing, 
and when the various moving parts 
of the car are likely to need atten- 
tion and greasing. 

See that the tires are inflated to 
the pressure recommended by the 
manufacturer and keep them at the 
proper pressure as it prolongs the 
life of a tire.
